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G-Men Strike

NEW YORK, July 11.—(AP)— 
The arrest of 158 German aliens, 
members of an organization which 
the government said furnished 
money for the return to Germany 
of one of eight submarine-borne 
saboteurs who recently landed on 
American shores, was announced 
today by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, 

Those apprehended were 130 men 
and 28 women, picked up in raids} 
Friday which touched New York | 
City, Long Island and Westchester 


County, the F.B.I. said. 
The 158 were identified by P. E 
Foxworth, assistant F.B.I. director 


in charge of the New York office, 
as members of the German-Ameri- 
can Vocational League, or Deutsch- 
Americanische Berufsgemeinschaft. 

Foxworth said the alleged sabo- 
teur now on trial before military 
commission in Washington for 
whom the organization paid passage 
to Germany from the United States 
in 1939 was Heinrich M. Heincke. 
The Nazi Labor Front obtained a 
jOb for him in Germany at that time, | 
Foxworth added 

Five of those arrested admitted 
being members of the Nazi party 
in Germany, Foxworth said, and 
several others were employed in 
war production factories in the 
United States,

Sounds Involved But Income Tax 
Is Not Too Hard To Figure Out 
THE 1942 BUDGET 


HOW TO CALCULATE THE TAX ON YOUR 1942 INCOME 


By JOHN DAUPHINEE 

OTTAWA, July 11.—(CP) 
~The new income taxation 
Seems pretty involved when 
you read Finance Minister 
Iisley’s budget speech, but 
the average Canadian should 
not have too much trouble 


finding out accurately how | 


much he owes the _ govern- 
ment. 
Last year the national defence 


tax and graduated income tax 
were collected separately. This 
year—in effect—the two are 


grouped together for purposes of 
simplified collection at the source 
but generally the method of cal- 
culating the amount of tax pay- 
able is little changed, 

Today the Department of Nation- 
al Revenue’s Income Tax Division 
provided The Canadian Press with 
the accompanying chart showing 
just how the figuring should be 
done. 

So with the chart as a guide, let's 
do the calculating for a married 
man with one child, paying $156 a 
year into his company's superan- 
nuation fund, paying life insur- 
ance premiums of $250 a year. and 
making charitable donations of $50 
And you can fill the blank spaces 
in tne table’ with figures based on 
your own income and expenditures 
as we go along, 


DEDUCTION PROVISIONS 

First: The amount of earnings 
which are taxable. That's the sec- 
tion marked “A” in the chart. Our 
sample taxpayer puts $3,000 in the 
first line writes $150 after the en- 
try “Payments to approved super- 
annuation funds,” and $50 after the 
entry for “Charitable Donations.” 
The new budget makes provisions 
for deduction from the taxable in- 
come of payments to doctors, dent- 
ist and nurses to the extent that 
they exceed five per cent of the 
taxpayer's income—but that is con- 
sidered unusual and we have as 
sumed our “sample” doesn't run 
into that situation 

There is provision, ton, for de- 
duction by members of mining 
Syndicates of limited sums of 
money spent to finance prospect- 
ing for base metals and strategic 
minerals, but the average Cana- 
dian isn't interested in that. 

So with deductions of $150 and 
$50 from the total income, of $3,000 
the Taxable Income is $2,800. That 
is the basic figure for the rest of 
the calculating and is to be used 
under both Normal Tax and the 
Graduated Tax 

Now let's take the ‘normal tax” 
equivalent to last year’s National 
Defence Tax and calculated on the 
basis of taxable income if it exceeds 
$460 in the case of single persons or 
$1,200 for married persons, 

To get his gross normal tax our 
married sample puts down seven 
per cent of his $2,800 taxable in- 
come—$196. The rate applies to 
all married men unless _ their 
wives earn more than $660 a year 
when each has to pay this tax. 

A single man pays seven per cent 
of his taxable income if his total 
income is between $660 and $1.800; 
eight per cent with total income be- 
tween $1,800 and $3,000, and nine 
per cent if his income is over $3,- 
000. 

DEPENDENT CHILDREN 

From the gross normal tax, a $28 
deduction is allowed for each de- 
pendent child (up to 18 years in 
most cases but up to 21 on proof 
the child is still a student) and $28 
for each dependent relative as pro- 
vided in the Income War Tax Act 


Our sampfe deducting for one child | 


reduces his net income tax of $194 
by $28, making it $168. 

Now go to section “D” to calcu- 
late the gross graduated tax. The 
first $660 of*income is not subject 
to tax. Above that the tax rate 
starts at 30 per cent and mounts 
rapidly. Our sample taxpayer has 
to pay graduated tax on taxable in- 
come of $2,800 less the $660 deduc- 
tion, or $2,140. The first $500 1s 
taxcd at 30 per cent, or $150; the 
next $500 at 33 per cent, or, $165; 
the next $1,000 at 37 per cent or 
$370; and the last $140 at 41 per cent 
or $57.40—a gross total of $742.40, 
before deductions, 

But for his wife a married tax- 
payer can deduct $150 and for each 
child $80. Our sample, with one 
child, deducts $230 from the gross 
total of $742.40, leaving $512.40 
If a taxpayer is supporting other 
dependent relatives, as outlined 
in the Income War Tax Act—in- 
cluding grandchildren, brothers, 
sisters, parent, grandparent, or 
child brought to Canada from 
Britain under a government-spon- 
sored scheme, providing they are 
wholly dependent—he may de- 
duct up to one fifth of his actual 
expenditures on such dependents, 
up to a total of $80 each. 

Once the net graduated income 
is calculated, the next step (6ec- 
tion "F”) is to add it to the net nor- 
mal tax figured previously. Our 
sample, with net normal tax of $168 
and a net graduated tax of $512.40 
has a total tax before further al- 
lowable deductions amounting to 
$680.40. 

Sections “G" and “H" of the chart 
Outline the tricky part of the cal- 
culating job. The figuxes in the two 
sections are tied together, and the 
figuring in both sections has to be 
done at once 


THOSE REFUNDS 

The “post-war refund” in the

But in no case may the deductions 
for superannuation fund, life insur- 
ance or mortgage principal pay- 
ments exceed the maximum amount 
of income tax which the government 
is going to repay after the war, 


TOTALLING UP. 

For section “G"” our sample tax- 
payer totals up his available deduc- 
tions—$250 life insurance premiums 
and $150 for superannuation fund 
payments, a total of $400. That fig- 
ure exceeds his maximum post-war 
refund of $308 so he can not claim 
the full $400, instead he deducts 
from his total tax of $680.40 the 
maximum refund of $308—leaving 
a net tar payable to the government 
of $372.40—and that is the amount 
the government will collect, 

For most taxpayers, some of the 
tax payable will have been paid 
even before the regular instalments 
start. Credit will be allowed equal 
to the amount of national defence 
tax paid up to the start of Septem- 
ber-~but just how the credit will be 
effected hasn't been worked out yet 
by the income tax branch, 

Now back to section “H” for just 
a minute to find out how much you 
get back after the war. Our sample 


already taken credit for the full 
amount of his compulsory savings, 
In most cases the deductions for 
life insurance, superannuation pay- 
ments and payments on mortgage 
principal will be less than the post- 
war refund. To find out how much 
comes back—disregarding the two- 
per-cent interest subtract the 
amount deducted from your total 
tax for the alternative forms of 
saving—and there you have it.

The price ceiling for used trucks | 
is based on a sliding scale for de-| 
preciation, depending on the length 
of time the truck has been in serv- 
ice. Transportation charges, how- 
ever, are established on a uniform 
basis for each of the provinces and 
for different sections of Ontario 

Where there is no truck of the 
1942 model of the same type and 
make as the truck being sold, the 
maximum price for a truck is cal- 
culated from the price of the most 
nearly similar 1942 model.

West Wheat Crops;

Tax Reports 
To Be Filed 
Sent. 30, 1943 


OTTAWA, July 11.—(CP)— 
Income tax payers do not have 
to file their next returns with 
the inspector of income tax un- 
til Sept. 30, 1943, it was stated 
at the income tax division yes- 
terday. 

(Thirsday The Canadian Press 
reported erroneously that the next 
}return had to be in by Sept. 30, 
1942.) 

Deductions from the pay of em- 
ployees begin in September this 
year, however, and continue until 
Aug. 31 next year, covering the tax 
on 1942 income at the increased 
tax rates provided by the new bud- 
get. 

In previous years the taxpayer 
had to have his returns in, with at 
least part payment of taxes, on 
April 30, but this year the date 
was moved back to March 31. Now 
it is delayed to Sept. 30, 1943, for 
the return on 1942 income. 

It is not now so important to get 
the returns in early because the in- 
stalment paying of taxes will have 


become compulsory and deduc- 
tions will be made from pay en- 
| velopes, regardless of when the 


returns have to be made, 

The deductions will be based on 
| the salaries and wages in effect 
when the deductions begin and 
| any adjustments will be based on 
|} the employees’ returns made on 
Sept. 30 of next year and the em- 
ployers’ returns on the deduction 
he has made.

These papers are Available im 
three wood finishes. Two are in the 
popular light-wood finishes that do 
so much to lift a room out of medi- 
ocrity: one an antique white oak, 
the other white birch.

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The Too Few Ships 


The parliament at London is to hold a 
secret debate on shipping. That the de-* 
bate is to be held behind closed doors is 
sufficient evidence that the real subject 
will be the scarcity, and what chance 
there is of this growing worse or less bad. 
That there is any prospect of it showing 
positive improvement in the immediate fu- 
ture nobody can suppose who takes note 
of the sinkings recorded daily. 

It is stated by those who should know 
that for every soldier who is ‘sent to a 
fighting zone 20 tons of equipment must 
be transported from the place of produc- 
tion to the battle line. In addition there 
must be regular transport of reinforce- 
ments, replacement equipment, and sup- 
plies of all kinds in quantities for which 
former wars afford no precedent. 

Even without official figures on the 
present shipping situation, which are not 
likely to be given out, the bearing of 
available tonnage on military operations 
and plans is obvious. How many ships, 
for instance, would be required to land 
on the continent of Europe an army large 
enough to take care of itself, and keep it 
Supplied on the scale necessary for a sus- 
tained offensive? 


Revolt At Headquarters? 


If the Stockholm report is true that 
Hitler has given up personal command of 
the German army to Brauschitsch, the 
shift has certainly not been made because 
the Fuehrer saw victory just ahead in 
Russia. Precisely the contrary. 

Nor was it made because of any love 
for Brauschitsch, nor in recognition of his 
superior abilities. Hitler kicked his col- 
onel general off the job last fall in a way 
that indicated anything but affection; 
and a complete loss of confidence in the 
general's talents. If he has been restored, 
it is because Adolf “ates Brauschitsch as 
the best of a poor lot measured against his 
own incomparable self. 

What happened between last fall and 
the present time explains the restoration, 
if such there has been. Brauschitsch 
wanted to withdraw the German army to 
the Dneiper for the winter; Hitler fired 
him and kept the army where it was. 
With the result that the army lost more 
men during the winter than it lost in the 
blitzkrieg last summer, Then followed 
the slaughter at Sevastopol, where 300,- 
000 more men were sacrificed to gain a 
fortress of no particular use. 

It is at least believable that this record 
impressed the German generals with an 
estimate of the Fuehrer’s military talents 
very much below his own. If he has given 
up the place to Brauschitsch it is likely 
because the generals foresaw disaster if 
he carried on aS commander-in-chief, and 
were bold enough to tell him so. 


More Power To Him 


Nothing more timely, and nothing that 
is likely to be more popular, has _ been 
said at the present session of parliament 
than Hon. J. L. Ilsley’s brief advice to the 
members that the Government is going to 
do “some cheese-paring”’, 

The tax-payers are going to have to 
do just that in order to supply the $3,900,- 
000,000 the Minister must have to meet 
the year's planned expenditure. They will 
expect, and they have a right to expect, 
the Government to cut, slash and prune 
wherever there can be found an opportun- 
ity to curtail outgo on non-essentials. 

That the present war has been, is be- 
ing, or can be fought without waste few 
can imagine. Certainly no former war 
was ever fought on that basis. Because 
this is the most costly of all wars, the op- 
portunities for waste are without prece- 

dent But for the same reason the need 
to carry economy to the point of ‘‘cheese- 
paring” is more urgent than it ever was 
before. 

If Mr. Isley is going to enforce this 
rule upon his colleagues and on the mem- 
bers of parliament he will need a lot of 
backing from the public—through the 
press and in every other practicable way. 
A minister of the crown is now a man 
entirely surrounded by people who want 
things they shouldn't get in time of war. 
And every suppliant can marshal one or 
more members of parliament to back up 
his plea. 

If the minister of finance is to hold the 
fort against the investing army of sap- 
pers and miners he will have need of all 
the active support the taxpayers can give 
him, The more freely he wields the blue 
pencil on non-essential items» the better 
they will be pleased. But being pleased is 
not enough. They should say so in every 
way they can, say it loudly enough that 
all parties concerned will be bound to take 
notice, 


The Silent Front 


The official silence regarding events 
in the European Arctics has been broken 
by two announcements. Moscow reports 


that a Russian submarine torpedoed the 
German battleship Tirpitz in Barents Sea, 
Berlin claims that 32, or 34, or 38 Allied 
merchant ships in a convoy were sunk 
by its U-boats off the northern coast of 
Norway. 

Subjecting the Berlin report 


to the dis- 


lost, loaded with supplies for Russia. 
was another convoy which the Tirpitz 
and its companions were attempting to 
attack, since all the ships in that supply 
fleet got safely into Russian ports. 

These glimpses convey at least some 
idea of the enormous volume of munitions 
which Britain and the United States are 
sending to Russia by the northern route, 
and a hint also that fighting must be al- 
most incessant at one point or another 
along that remote seaway. There is prob- 
ably no other area in which so much fight- 
ing goes on that the world hears nothing 
about. 

The northern route is more dangerous 
than that by way of the Indian ocean and 
the Persian gulf, the only other sea road 
to Russia that is open. But because it is 
shorter, scarcity of shipping makes it nec- 
essary to send the bulk of supplies that 
way. Also, supplies landed at Murmansk 
can be got more quickly to the battle- 
fields where they are needed, 

Those who are inclined to think the 
other Allies are not doing much to help 
Russia should picture to themselves the 
hundreds of ships which are plowing 
those northern waters every day and 
night, carrying supplies without which 
the Red Army would be helpless, and the 
scores of warships which have to fight a 
way through for them, going and coming. 
If that stream of munitions were not kept 
moving, at a terrible cost in men and 
ships, what would happen on the eastern 


| of 


front? 

Another thing to remember is that 
the supplies shipped for Russia do not all 
get there. An unknown proportion of 
them, which may amount to one-third, 
are sent to the bottom of the ocean, along 
with the ships which carry them and 
Scores of the men who sail these and the 
protecting warcraft. It is to be feared 
that in order to deliver three tanks to 
Russia four tanks have to be built and | 
shipped; and other ‘‘tools” in like propor- 
tion. 

Not much “glory” goes to the men 
who keep these supplies moving, nor to 
Britain and the United States for produc- 
ing and delivering the goods at such 
heavy cost; but only because this is be- 
ing done, and only so long as it is done, 
can the Russians fight back against their 
Super-armed enemies and ours,

It should be explained that 
every Canadian province but 
Quebec does have divorce 
courts, Dissolution of Quebec 
marriages requires an act o 
Parliament, 

This Quebec objection to di- 
vorce courts is based on the fact 
that Quebec's religion opposes 
divorce. It seems to be a queer 
compromise with conscience, 
however, when Quebec members 
look so’ wildly askance at judic- 
ial divorce and inferentially con- 
done legislative divorce, particu- 
larly when the latter is notor- 
iously more easy to secure. 


Something Wrong 


Nevertheless, it is not my 
purpose to discuss the problem 
of marriage and divorce from the 
religious viewpoint, although, I 
confess, I personally share the 
opinic~ 
riage ., indissoluble. 

But all marriages are not sac- 
ramental marriages. Thus it is 
impossible to approach the en- 
tire question in this place from 
the religious standpoint, 

It would be easy to say, re- 
ligiously, that all marriages 
should be sacramental. I would 
be inclined to say that such an 
imperative would be true. But 
not only would many = good 
people disagree with this view, 
but the existing facts controvert 
the proposition. The unhappy 
fact is that most Canadian mar- 
riages have no more than a 
civil sanction, 

Taking the lesser aspect of 
the matter, therefore, 


social aspect, it is quite possi- 


ble to see, even from that elas-| 
| tic viewpoint, that something is 


radically wrong with the social 
situation as it applies to mar- 
riage and divorce. 

he divorce statistics in most 
of the provinces are appalling. 
And when 72 divorce bills, orig- 


inating in a_ single province, 
tumble through the House of 
Commons in a single day, it 


must be clear that the marital 
situation in this country is ser- 
iously disturbed. 

Danger 

But, still speaking from a 
Strictly social viewpoint, it is 
more than the marital situation 
that is disturbed. 

When the House of Commons 
dissolved 72 marriages in one 
day, it disintegrated 72 homes, 
destroyed 72 families. 

Now, again it would be easy 
to say very truthfully that the 
family is a sacred institution 
and that the destruction of a 
family is a highly evil act. That 
would be the religious view. 

But one does not need to con- 
fine oneself to the religious view 
to see that this disintegration of 
families and homes is a danger- 
ously iniquitous thing. 

The only kind of a civiliza- 


tion that is worth while is 
founded upon family life. The 
only kind of a society that is 


worth anything is based on the 
home. 

The family is the ultimate 
social unit. Society, as we know 
it, could not exist without a 
family foundation, 

Look at the societies that have 
tried to base themselves on 
something other than the home 
and the family. The Nazi soci- 
ety is the glaring example. 

There is no substitute for the 


family, no substitute for the 
home, 

When you weaken the home 
tie and render the family less 
secure, yOu weaken all society 
and strike at the security of 
civilization. 

That is elementary. It is ax- 
iomatic. 


Those 72 divorce bills passed 
by the Commons the other day 
were 72 sticks of dynamite set 
off under the social structure 
of Canada, 


Remedy 


I am well! acquainted with 


the arguments of those who up- | 


hold the necessity for a divorce 
law. They say that indissoluble 
marriage works great hardship 
and injustice. They say it is sin- 
ful to force incompatible per- 
sons to live together, or to con- 
tinue the union of persons one 
of which has committed offences 
against the marriage vows 

They. say that a_ turbulent 
home is worse for children than 
no home at all, 

There is an answer to these 
arguments, a very conclusive 
answer. But it is a religious an- 
swer. And since I am confining 
myself to a socia] discussion of 
the matter, I do not choose to 
employ it. 

Moreover, I am fully aware 
that it would be a sheer waste 
of time and energy to beat my 
fists against the popularly es- 
tablished wall of divorce. 

Just as the majority of people 
are not interested in sacrament- 
al marriage, so the majority of 
people demand a method of re- 


leasing themselves from civil 
and non-sacramental marriage 
bonds. 

These are lamentable facts.

“A Quota For Life” 


N THESE days of Victory Loans, War Services drives 
and high speed production of war materials, we have 
become very familiar with the word “quota.” A com- 
munity or district is given a quota or an objective to 

reach in the sale of bonds or in the collection of donations 
for worthy purposes; a factory is given a quota to reach 
in the production of vital materials. Is it possible for us 
to assign to ourselves a quota for living? Can we find 
how much should be expected from us in life so that we 
may order our actions accordingly?

There are times when we assume our own way of life 
to be right and we judge others according to that standard. 
Just as an example, in our religious life we feel that any- 


one who shows less open enthusiasm than our own is 

lacking, while anyone that shows more is fanatical, That 

is, we t our own way of life as the quota for living. 
But this is just a personal opinion, and, as such, is un- 
j reliable. 


There are other times when we are content to judge 
our actions by what others around us are doing. So we let 
the crowd set our quota. This may allow us to be satisfied 
with a mediocre performance simply because we are 
choosing individuals as our guide who are satisfied with 
much less than the best. This method of setting a quota 
is just as unreliable. 


The safe way to set our quota is to judge ourselves in 
relation to perfection, Jesus asked this of us when he said, 
“Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which is in 
heaven is perfect.” He was impatient with those who had 
set rules for living and then were more concerned about 
the rules than about the living. The quota for life then 
ought to be perfection. It is not promised that we shall 
reach such a quota; likely we shall not. A gun firing at a 
distant target is aimed high because the projectile follows 
a course that brings it down to the mark. We human beings 
with our tendency to fall short of our aspirations need to 
aim high. Let perfection be our guide.

To England

The above is a portion of a letter 
from the Womey's Voluntary Ser- 
vice for Civil Defence, London, just 
received by the Women’s Conserva- 
tive Association Refugee Aid in Ed- 
monton, Mrs, T. D. ¥itzSimon is 
president. Following is the remain- 
der of the letter: 

“It has always been the policy of 
the W.V.S. (Women's Voluntary 
Service for Civil Defence, London) 


to distribute the clothing which we | 


receive from overseas, not only to 
the people who have been bombed 
out of their homes, but also to any- 
one suffering as a direct 
the war. This means that we give 
clothes to evacuee children and rela- 
tives of members of the forces who 
are not in a position to supply their 
own needs; to merchant seamen 
who have been torpedoed and who 
have lost their supplies; and to refu- 


gees from occupied Europe; and 
more recently Malayans who ar- 
rived in this country with little 


more than what they have had on 
their backs. 

“It is quite possible that your gifts 
will be given to Malayan refugees 
who are arriving at our London 
clothing depot. and naturally, we 
are delighted to be able to help in 
any possible way.” 


RAISES $701 

During the year ending June 1, 
the W.C.A. Refugee Aid in Edmon- 
ton raised the sum of $701.24 and 
of this amount, $354 was spent in 
sending bundles to Britain. 

The goods comprised 122 quilts, 
33 blankets, 65 cot quilts; 24 suits, 
23 sweaters, and 78 shirts for men; 
55 coats, 124 dresses, 40 skirts, 36 
suits, 76 sweaters, 29 pairs of shoes. 
12 dressing gowns and lingerie for 
women; 152 dresses, 30 coats, 116 
skirts, 140 sweaters, and 34 pairs of 
shoes for girls; 23 suits, 45 pairs of 
pants, 40 sweaters, six coats and 30 
shirts for boys. 


2,339 ARTICLES 

Miscellaneous articles, such as 
socks, stockings, mufflers, overshoes, 
mittens, glovess and etc,, make up 
another 400, making in all a total 
of 2,339 articles. Some of the goods 
were made of new material but the 
majority were repaired or made- 
over garments.
